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Sangkong language 


Sangkong (Chinese: ft ?L ; autonym: sarj lq h oij 1) is a Loloish 
language spoken in China by the Hani people in Xiaojie Township 
^, Jinghong County. They are called Buxia (lb It) by the 
local Dai people (Li 2003). 

Li (2003) covers the Sangkong dialect of Manwanwa village S.^E 
>±il, Menglong Town mjjMiM, Jinghong County.^ It may be the 
same as the Muda language. You Weiqiong (2013:172) reports that 
Buxia lb Jt (Sangkong ftfL) is spoken in 7 villages of Menglong 

Ulz. [4] 

Sangkong verb phrases take one of two person markers: rja for 1st 
person, and ze for non-lst person.^ 
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
